Students say AHS violated 
candidates’ free-speech rights

By a vote of 16 to 1, a handful of students 
and a few parents decided the Andover High 
School adininisiration quelled three student 
government candidates’ First Amendment 
rights by disqualifying them from running. 
The administration took the action because 
the students used “questionable” language 
in their speeches. The action followed the 
students’ campaign speeches May 1. 

The school’s chapter of Junior Statesmen, 
a non-aligned political club, sponsored the 


debate, which was held Thursday, May 23, at 
the school. Junior Heather McNemar pre- 
sented the argument last week that the 
administration stifled all AHS students’ 
rights by taking the candidates off the ballot. 

“If a football player uses obscenities he 
isn’t taken off the football team. The admin 
istration shouldn’t twist the rules and make 
them apply only to a certain segment of the 
student population. They should let the stu- 
dents speak and let the students decide who 


Wil Hixon is retiring 
AHS principal worked in schools here for 32 years; 
he’s ready to relax after years teaching, coaching

Andover High School Principal Wilbur 
Hixon has worked every summer since he 
was 12 years old. When he retires this June 
after teaching, coaching and working as an 
administrator in Andover for 32 years, Mr. 
Hixon plans to have “nothing to do with any 
alarm clocks or appointments books.” 

“I've really enjoyed coming to work each 
day and that’s the time I believe that you 
should leave it,” he said. 

Mr. Hixon, who will turn 62 this August, 
expects to be content when he retires. But he 
is not sure about that. 

“Who knows how I will feel in September 
or October? I might be climbing the walls by 
then.” 

Mr. Hixon first began teaching history

and coaching varsity basketball and junior 
varsity football at Andover High in 1959. He 
previously had taught high school for six 
years in Plymouth, N.H., where he took the 
basketball team to five state tournaments, 
including a state championship in 1955. 

“T think one of the big reasons I was hired 
to work in Andover was that they had two 
head coaching positions open that year. I 
was hired to coach basketball, and Dick 
Collins came in at the same time to coach 
football. We also both taught in the history 
department at the high school,” he said. 

In 1961 he was named the head of the 
social studies department; in 1974 he became 
assistant principal; and in 1987 he became

When administrative duties 
increased, Mr. Hixon gave up 
coaching basketball in 1983, but 
he missed coaching right away. 

’ He coached basketball at AHS 
24 years. His overall record for 
30 years of coaching basketball, 
in Andover and New Hampshire, 
is 29 winning seasons. He took 
the Andover team to 21 state 
tournaments and in 1970 won the 
state championships. 

He has received numerous 
coaching awards, including the 
coach of the year in New Hamp- 
shire in 1955, the coach of the 
year in Hastern Massachusetts 
in both 1970 and 1981, the North 
east Conference coach of the 
year in 1965 and he has been 
named coach of the year in the 
Merrimack Valley five times. 

During his tenure in Andover, 
Mr. Hixon had a 14-year career 
coaching JV football, a few years 
assisting with the varsity base- 
hall program and a stint coach- 
ing the golf team. 

Dick Collins, head of the 
social studies department at 
AHS and head football and track 
coach at AHS, is a long-time 
friend, He said golf is one of his 
friend’s hobbies. He said Mr. 
Hixon also likes to play practical 
jokes. 

“I remember one time, years 
ago, Wil, Jerry Silverman 
(another coach at the time) and | 
were playing golf somewhere in 
New Hampshire. Jerry and |! 
were looking for a ball that got 
lost in the woods and Wil was 
down on the green, 

“When Jerry and I got to the 
green, I found that what had 
started out as a two-foot putt for 
me and a 10-foot putt for Wil was 
reversed. While Jerry and I were 
looking for the ball in the woods, 
Wil had got the greenskeeper to 
move the hole,” Mr. Collins said. 

To this day, said Mr. Collins, 
that is one of his “favorite Wil- 
Hixon stories.” He said he hopes

clone of Mr. Hixon, Mr. Collins 
said he admires his friend’s loy 
alty to the staff and students as

Although teaching has 
changed in the past three 
decades, Mr. Hixon doesn’t 
believe the commitment of the 
staff has changed. 

“There is a professionalism 
among the staff here that as a 
principal | appreciate very 
much,” he said. 

Mr. Hixon estimates the 
average tenure among the AHS 
staff is about 24 years. He admits 


there is some danger of the staff 


being top heavy if it isn’t bal- 
anced out with younger mem- 
bers, but he believes a balance is 
struck at AHS between veteran 
staffers and newcomers, 

“When I look at the people 
here on this staff I feel a great 
deal of pride,” he said. 

He said the role of a teacher 
no longer is only teaching the 
three R’s.

More than 50 envelopes is an 
additional 5 cents per cancellation. The 
envelopes will be canceled and 
returned in a pre-address envelope, 
provided by the customer with the 
proper postage. 

The main post office will be open 
July 4 from 10 a.m. to 4 p.m. for those 
wishing to get the cancellation person- 
ally. 

The Patriot cancellation is not the 
first special postmark the Andover 
Post Office has created. The office

Raytheon’s 
diversity helps 


In recession 


Raytheon Company’s diversity is cushion- 
ing the impact of the current economic 
downturn, Dennis J. Picard, chairman and 
chief executive officer, said at the company’s 
annual meeting recently. 

“We look for the United States defense 
budget to experience an average real decline 
of about 4 percent per year over a five-year 
period. In spite of this decline, our govern- 
ment business will remain strong,” Mr. 
Picard said. ‘““We will continue to be a leader 
in the government business — in the United 
States and on an international basis.” 

He said Raytheon expects its internation- 
al programs to increase by 50 percent over 
the next five years. Mr. Picard predicted that 
the company’s growing commercial busi- 
nesses, which now provide about half of the 
company’s total sales, will also continue to 
provide increased contributions to the com- 
pany’s overall profits. 

“Our five-year plan shows that we will

He reiterated the company’s stance that 
just under 90 percent of the Scud warheads 
directed at Saudi Arabia that were engaged 
by Patriot were destroyed or dudded. In 
Israel, where various operational and popu- 


lation density factors affected the use of 


Patriot, Mr. Picard said about half of the 
Scud engagements resulted in confirmed 
destruction or dudding of the warhead. 
“Patriot gave the people of Israel an alter- 
native to going on the offense. And as a 
result, Saddam Hussein was unable to crack 
the coalition and blur the focus of the war.” 
In addressing news reports about what 
may have happened when a Patriot was not 
launched against a Scud that struck a U.S. 
barracks in Dhahran, Saudi Arabia, on Feb. 
28, Mr. Picard said there are a number of pos- 
sibilities, but the U.S. Army has not released

there. So when his daughter, Maryann 
Jordan, invited him to come to 
Andover and live with her family, it 
was not a tough decision for the 85- 
year-old retiree. 

“She says, ‘Dad. That will be the 
best for you,’” Mr. McGee says. “I 
didn’t want to be sitting in a house all 
by myself, I didn’t want to be alone. 
What could I do?” 

His house in Yorktown, N.Y., in 
Westchester County, was too big for 
just him. It was paid for, but he didn’t 
want to rent it. So he sold it and nine 
months ago moved in with his daugh- 
ter, her husband, Robert, and their two 
boys, John, 18, and Charles, 11, at 1 
Belle Haven Drive. 

“They're enough to drive you nuts,” 
Mr. McGee says of his two grandsons. 
‘Boys are the worst to have. Give me 
girls.” 

He actually gets along wonderfully 
with his grandchildren, Mr. McGee 
says, and his daughter agrees. 

“There’s no problem between my 
father and them, except television 
shows,” Mrs, Jordan says. 

The kids like cartoons and her dad 
doesn’t, so he goes to his room and 
watches the shows he prefers, or to 
pray, or he takes walks. When there 
are shows they all like, they watch 
together. 

“They watch Perfect Strangers 
together ,” she says of her dad and the 
kids. 

Other times they might play check- 
ers or cards together. 

“We go to the movies together. He 
gets out,” she says. “It’s an easy way of 
living.

“My husband doesn’t even know 
he’s in the house sometimes because 
he’s so quiet,” she says. 

Mr. McGee agrees that things are 
going well. 

“Fine. Wonderful,” he says. 

Born in NYC 

Mr. McGee was born in New York 
City and worked as a security guard 
for the Railway Express Company, a 
government agency, until he retired at 
70. 

“That was the railway express. 
They're out of business. United Parcel 
took them over,” he says. 

He and his wife had three sons and a 
daughter. One son died very young. 
Another lives in California with his 
family and the third lives in New Jer- 


sey.

When Mrs. Jordan and her husband 
first started a family they were living 
in Yorktown and Mr. McGee and his 
wife moved there from New Jersey to 
be near their grandchildren, according 
to Mrs. Jordan. 

In May of 1983 her husband took a 
job in Boston and the couple moved 
their family to Andover. 

Before her dad moved here last 
August, Mrs. Jordan was always driv- 
ing to Yorktown for school breaks and 
vacations to spend time with her 
father. The three-and-a-half hour drive 
was wearing and could be difficult in 
rough weather. If her dad got sick it 
was very difficult to be so far away. 

“The distance blows things out of 
proportion,” she says. 

Now Mr. McGee is back with his 
daughter and her family. 

Senior Center 

When he first moved in, Mr. McGee 
would sit on the sofa at the house and 
watch his daughter do housework. 
Then he would want to take her out to 
lunch, partly because he felt guilty she 
had to make him lunch and partly 
because he had nothing else to do. 

Mrs. Jordan wanted to please her 
father even though she would have just 
as soon eaten at home. But then Mr, 
McGee found the Senior Center on 
Whittier Court. 

“The center really has filled a void 
in his life,” Mrs. Jordan says. “If he 
didn’t have the center he really would 
go bugs. And us too.” 

Mr, McGee takes the Weebus to the 
Senior Center, where he catches a 
movie, plays a game with a friend or 
takes a walk to the stores uptown. 

“It’s wonderful,” he says, adding 
that the senior center he knew in New 
York can’t compare to Andover’s. 


Andover is getting older. 

Not just the buildings and the 
trees, but the people. 

A greater percentage of the town’s 
population is in the 65-and-over age 
group today than 10 years ago, 
according to town and federal census 
figures, and this group is expected to 
continue to grow in the years ahead. 

This changing population presents 
challenges to the town. 

For starters, the Andover Housing 
Authority and the town’s planning 
department have to find ways to 
increase the availability of housing 
for the elders, including low-income 
and congregate housing and nursing 
homes. The Council on Aging has to 
maintain and develop more services 
and activities for the aging popula- 
tion. 

The elders themselves must deal 
with issues of health care and health 
insurance, holding onto their homes 
in tough economic times, dwindling 
retirement benefits, transportation 
and entertainment. 

Who are the older in Andover? 
What are the problems and issues 
they face and what are they doing to 
remain an active and an integral part 
of the community? 

These are some of the questions 
and issues the Townsman will expose 
and examine in a series of articles 
that will run from time to time. Here 
are some of the basic facts, 
Population 

Andover had 26,405 residents in 
1980, 2,542, or 9.6 percent, of whom 
were 65 years old or over, according 
to Donnelly Demographics, a census 
source used by the town. 

In 1988 the population was up to 
27,406, with 3,146, 11.5 percent, over 
65. By 1993, 3,727 of the forecast 27,641 
residents, 13.5 percent, are expected 
to be 65 or over. 

In 1980, 1,617 residents over 65 
were women and 925 were men. In 
1988, 1,917 were women and 1,229 
were men. By 1993 the women in that 
age group are expected to number 
2,247 and men 1,480. 


And he likes getting the lunch at the 
center for just 50 cents. 

“The meals you can’t beat,” he says. 

The employees and volunteers at the 
center made an effort to make her 
father comfortable right away, Mrs. 
Jordan said. 

“He said he felt at home when he 
came to the center,” she said.

Andover’s population of elderly 
people has grown in 10 years 


The median age of the overall adult 
population in Andover increased 
from 42.3 in 1980 to 43.3 in 1988 and is 
expected to be 44.8 by 1993. 

Income of the elderly 

In 1980, 1,580 of the town’s 8,688 
households belonged to those 65 and 
over. Of those, 1,002 households, or 
63.4 percent, earned less than $15,000. 
Another 28, or 1.8 percent, earned 
over $75,000. The median household 
income of this elderly group was 
$11,826, compared with an overall 
town median of $27,145 per house- 
hold, according to federal figures. 

In 1989, 2,018 of the town’s 9,727 
households belonged to the 65-and- 
over age group, Of those, 635, 31.5 per- 
cent, earned under $15,000 and 168, 8.3 
percent, earned over $75,000. The 
median income for the 65-and-over 
household was $24,378 in 1989 com- 
pared to $54,044 overall. 

By 1994, 2,310 of the town’s 10,096 
households are expected to belong to 
the 65-and-over age group. Approxi- 
mately 650 of those, 28.1 percent, will 
have under $15,000 annual household 
incomes and 258, or 1.2 percent, will 
earn over $75,000, The median house- 
hold income in 1994 is expected to be 
$27,515 for those 65 and over, com- 
pared to an average household 
income in town of $58,270. 

Housing for seniors 

The Andover Housing Authority 
currently manages 218 housing units 
for the elderly, some of which are par- 
tially funded by the state. Preference 
is given to Andover residents for 
placement in these units, and in some 
instances to minority applicants, 
according to the AHA. 

Chestnut Court has 42 units; 
Grandview Terrace, 40 units; Frye 
Circle, 96 units; and Stowe Court, 40 
units, 

Occupants must be at least 62 years 
old or disabled to live in these 
complexes. The income limits to meet 
eligibility requirements are $19,488 
per year for one person and $22,272 
for two people. There is also an asset 
limit of $15,000.

father. She says that her mother would 
have been more involved in life around 
the house and less likely to spend as 
much time at the Senior Center. 

“He’s quieter. Men just don’t talk 
about the same things,” she says. 

But Mr. McGee is willing to go out 
and meet people his own age with 
whom he shares songs and music. 

“My father was more outgoing 
socially, so this fit with his lifestyle,” 
she says. “He’s a survivor. He’s that 
kind of person that would survive a 
disaster.” 


Making it work 

Mr. McGee was hesitant to talk 
about what his financial arrangements 
are with his daughter and son-in-law, 
but indicated that he wasn’t out for a 
free ride. 

“You have to do something, I'll tell 
you that,” he says. 

He makes his own bed, “So she 
doesn’t have to,” and pretty much 
cleans up after himself. 

Sometimes, if the boys’ parents want 
to go out, he’s there to stay with the 
kids. But for the most part, he tries to 
let his daughter live her own life. 

“That's why I come here everyday, 
so I wouldn’t bother her, let her go her 
own way,” he says one day last week at 
the senior center. 

One of the first things she did when 
her dad came to Andover was to take 
him to the Lahey Clinic, where her 
family goes for their medical needs to 
make sure he’d have a doctor. 

“That was the first priority after he 
moved, the medical,” she says. 

Her father has cataracts developing 
in his eyes and has high blood pres- 
sure, but seems to be healthy other- 
wise. 

The Jordans are planning to add a 
bedroom for Mr. McGee onto the back 
of their four-bedroom home. Right now 
Mr. McGee uses the guest room. 

“This way he’d have his own room 
and his privacy,” his daughter says. 
“These are some of the things you have 
to think of if someone would live in the 
house. Where would they live?” 


Part of the money Mr. McGee has 
from the sale of his house will pay for 
the addition on the Jordans’ home. 
Even though he is healthy now, the 
first-floor bedroom will avoid problems 
With the stairs for her and her dad 
should he have any health problems in 
the future. 

“God willing, he will stay healthy 
and be able to stay here,” she says. 
“We'd rather take care of him here.”

things were like when he was growing 
up,” she says.

The whole family used to take walks 
together, but Mr. McGee doesn’t walk 
as far anymore and pretty much goes 
out on his own. Besides, that’s when he

Mrs. Jordan laughs when she tells of 


running into her father one day last 
week downtown with his cigar. 

He was crossing the street and 
didn’t see her so she snuck up behind 
him, grabbed his arm and asked if she 
could “help an old man” cross the 
street. She startled him and she could 
tell he was conscious of having the 
cigar in his other hand. 

She and the family would like him to 
quit smoking, and he sometimes tries 
to let them believe he has, but his 
daughter isn’t fooled. 

“T can tell. His giveaway is the 
cough,” she says. 


The compromise they reached was 
that he doesn’t smoke in the house. 


“You have to do it in a gentle way. 
You can’t tell an adult at 86 that he 
can’t do it,” she says.

Would Mr. McGee’s and the Jor- 
dans’ situation work for every child 
and parent?

a small reception following the ZBA 
hearings scheduled for 6:30 p.m. on 
Thursday, June 6, on the second floor 
of Memorial Hall Library. The recep- 
tion will be catered by John’s Deli, 
recipient of 13 variances during Mr. 
Whitney’s time on the board. 

Selectmen were scheduled to begin 
interviewing candidates for two open 
positions on the board on Monday 
night, June 3. The other position was 
vacated by Wallace Bolton who 
resigned earlier this year. 

Jane Griswold, a member of the 
board for the last 15 years and who 
retreated to an associate member 
position earlier this year to spend 
more time with her family, asked if 
she could sit on the board for Mr. 
Whitney’s last meeting next Thurs- 
day. 

“We've been a really good team,” 
Ms. Griswold said. 

She credits Mr. Whitney with set- 
ting the official tone of the board, 
which has made making unbiased 
decisions easier. The legal statement 
read at the beginning of each meeting 
is the best example of what he’s done 
for the board, Ms. Griswold said. 

“It sets the stage for us being a judi- 
cial body with rules,” she said. 

The reason for the “off the record” 
compliments for Mr. Whitney is to 
keep consistency, according to Ms. 
Schwing. Mr. Whitney has always 
been a big joker, Ms. Schwing said, 
and she saw no reason to stop the 
friendly antagonism for a mere retire- 
ment. 

On St. Patrick’s Day, a big event on 
Ms. Schwing’s calendar, Mr. Whitney 
typically sends her something orange 
instead of the celebratory green. Last 
year he sent her a Passover card. 

A joker, yes, but serious when it 
comes to business, Mr. Whitney 
described himself as “somewhat of a 
workaholic,” during an interview this 
week, 

Mr. Whitney has worked countless 
hours researching board decisions on 
decks too close to lot lines and addi- 
tions too large for their surroundings, 
but the issue that had the greatest 
impact on the town, according to all 
sources, were the comprehensive per- 
mits that resulted in the construction 
of three low income housing projects 
in town. 

“He took Andover through the 
comp permits,” said Ms. Schwing “He 
put more hours in during that peri- 
od.” 

Seven comprehensive permit appli- 
cations reached the board in 1987-88. 
The applications were from contrac- 
tors who wanted to develop condo- 
minium complexes with some low 
income units in order to qualify for 
state funding. The comprehensive 
permits were a method to help the 
ZBA wave some zoning regulations 
that might otherwise have stopped the 
developments. 

Abbot’s Pond, Brookside Estates

and Riverview Commons were 
approved. Three others were disap- 
proved and the seventh, in Ballard- 
vale, was never built before state 
money “dried up,” according to Mr, 
Whitney. 

“The board held at least two hear- 
ings in regard to each permit,” Mr. 
Whitney said. 

Each hearing was two to four hours 
long and additional time was spent 
with expert advisors and the town’s 
legal counsel. 

“For shear volume of work, those 
comprehensive permits probably took 
more of the board’s time in a limited 
time period than anything else,” Mr. 
Whitney said. 

Most outrageous requests 

The most outrageous request he 
could recall was for a deck, Mr. Whit- 
ney said. 

“They came before the board for a 


deck that was already on the house,” 


he said. 

The party explained that the 12-foot 
deck was “a mistake,” where the 
plans called for two or three steps. 

“The board said no way,” he said. 

The most difficult denial was for a 
business operating out of a house in a 
residential neighborhood, which a 
neighbor was complaining about. 
Even though the board recognized 
that the business was a service to the 
public, it was in a residential area and 
had to be denied. 

“That was a very difficult problem 
for the board,” he said. 

Where are we headed 

Mr. Whitney praised the town for a 
decision that was made before his 
time on the board. He called the deci- 
sion to set aside certain areas for 
industrial development, including the 
area in West Andover across Inter- 
state 98, as “one of the most far

Commuting costs are a problem 


Editor, Townsman: 

The proposed fare hikes for the 
MBTA are planned to be implement- 
ed in July. Presently I pay $90 a 
month to ride from Andover, for 
which I receive commuter rail access 
anywhere in the system to Zone 5, 
including complete usage of the 
MBTA subways. 

In addition, last fall, parking fees 
were instituted, costing those that 
park in the MBTA lot $1 per day — an 
average of $21 or more per month. 
The proposed raise in fare for Zone 5 
is from $90 to $104. The parking and 
riding fees together add up to $111 


per month presently, with a proposed 
increase to $125 per month. As a pas- 
senger of commuter rail for the past 
19 months, I think the huge increase 
of 15.5 percent in my zone is unfair 
and unnecessary. 

I am a young entrant into the 
Boston finance field, still living at 
home to cut down on expenses. I find 
the cost of commuting already dis- 
couraging. These monthly costs, cou- 
pled with expenses of owning an 
automobile, absorb a huge fraction of 
my monthly income. I am very proud

She was 
panting and sinking and so was I. 

“You know, we don’t have to 
stay,” I was saying to my 19-year-old 
son, losing my nerve and wishing I 
were three counties away. “We can 
change our mind.” 

He was clear he wanted to be 
there, so I took a breath and decided 
to be there, too. 

The veterinarian confronted us 
with an option we didn’t know we'd 
have to face. Did we want to hold 
Ethel, put a squeeze on her paw to 
bring forth a vein, or did we want an 
assistant to come in and help. We 
chose the latter, which my son later 
regretted because the assistant 
clamped a large hand over poor 
Ethel’s muzzle. ' 

My son placed his arms around 
Ethel and I stood by his side and

Both of us talked to Ethel. “You're a 
good girl, Ethel, the best. Good girl, 
Ethel,” and so on. And she was. 

The reason I am so glad I stayed is 
because it happened so fast, Ethel nev 
er struggled, and even though she 
wouldn’t sit when we asked her to, she 
didn’t seem stressed or worried. If I 
hadn’t been there, I’m sure I would 
have tortured myself with how terri- 
ble it must have been for her. 

She had the shot in her arm and 
very quickly she began to sit down, 
almost like an elephant in the circus 
who is getting down so her mistress 
can get on her back. Then she lay 
down on her side. And she was dead. 

No more panting, no more looking 
worried, no more struggling to get up. 
Driving home in the car, my son said 
She looked 10 years old again when 
she was dead. 

I cried and cried in the office and as 
the veterinarian handed me a wad of 
paper towel, I told him my father had 
just died 10 days earlier, as if I had to 
give him a reason for coming unglued 
over dog death. I would have cried just 
as much, even if the terrible loss of my 
father were not mixed up with the loss 
of my dog. 

I miss Ethel terribly, and so does 
Sophie, our almost-4-year-old Golden, 
who still wanders about, looking for 
her companion. My kids say I’m pro- 
jecting when I say Sophie is sad, but I 
think she is. 


Now they talk about getting a pup- 
py. But for now, Sophie, and Jack, our 
old cat, are enough. We have plenty to 
digest and get used to without adding 
another life to our nest. For now.

MBTA for choosing to ride the train 
over driving my own car, 

If this was a top-notch rail system 
that provided impeccable service, I 
would be more willing to pay the extra 
money. However, a plague of ongoing 
commuting disappointments have kept 
my confidence in the system low. Some 
of the poor experiences I have been 
subjected to include poor heating and 
cooling on train cars, broken-down 
trains, having to walk half a mile ina 


suit on a rocky track bed, waiting for 
late trains in bad weather, riding 
packed standing-room-only trains, 
waiting for the implementation of dou- 
ble decker train cars promised since 
October 1990, traveling at 5 mph 
because of signal problems, waiting in 
a mobbed T station to go through the 
one or two working passreaders and 
being ticketed by the Andover police 
in the MBTA lot for parking in an 
“unmarked” space when there were no 
marked spaces left. 

In the present proposed plan, those 
riders of just the subway who buy 10 
tokens at once will avoid the increase 
and pay only $7.50, while those who 


buy them individually will pay $1. 

Why should these inner city riders be 

singled out to receive a discount when 

commuter rail riders will pay well . 
over $100 a month for a pass? 

I am sure that passengers of the 
commuter rail bring in a huge revenue 
to the MBTA, If a new fare hike is 
implemented, I believe that many rid- 
ers, including myself, will seek alter- 
nate forms of transportation. While the 
MBTA may be in need of more cash, an 
overhaul this large of the whole fee 
structure would upset the MBTA rid- 
ing public.

sighted bits of planning,” done in the 
town. 


“Tt has enabled this town to have 
what it has at a decent tax rate,” he 
said. 


A great deal of developable land 
remained in Andover when he first 
came here in 1969 compared to what 
is left today, Mr. Whitney said. 


“It’s substantially diminished,” he 
said. “We've reached the point where 
we are now developing what I would 
call, ‘marginal areas.” 


He also talked about why such 
large homes are being built on small 
lots in town. 


“The price of real estate in 
Andover reached the point that a per- 
son developing couldn't afford to 
build a small house,” he said. “The 
cost of real estate dictated the size of 
house you had to put on it.” 


An issue he sees in the future will 
be people who want to enlarge their 
homes because they can’t afford to 
buy newer, larger homes if they want 
to stay in town. Many will be ZBA 
issues because they will involve vio 
lations of the zoning bylaw to 
expand. 


“That's one of the ongoing prob- 
lems that’s going to face the board,” 
he said. 


The change in the zoning bylaw 
which allowed “in-law” apartments 
in single family residential districts 
was one of the interesting changes 
Mr. Whitney has seen on the board, 
he said. The law was amended on the 
request of the board. 


“The board had no tools to deal 
with the problem,” before the 
change, Mr. Whitney said. 

One of the emotional issues the 
board has had to deal with is the 
long-time residents who want to 
build an apartment for their children 
who want to move back to Andover 
but can’t afford to. 


You just can’t allow that in a sin- 
gle. residence district without 
destroying the single residence zon- 
ing, according to Mr. Whitney. 

“If you decided every issue on the 
emotional basis of it, you might as 
well throw the bylaw out the win- 
dows. It can’t be done,” he said. 


Another emotional issue has been 
the elderly or older residents who 
want to subdivide their property for 
retirement income but find they are

a few feet short of the required subdi- 
vision size or frontage. 

“You have to deny them,” Mr. 
Whitney said. “Because they have no 
basis in the bylaw.” 

Personal 

Mr. Whitney was born and raised 
in Worcester. He has a law degree 
from Cornell University and an 
undergraduate degree from Ohio 
State. He worked in a private law 
practice before going to work as legal 
counsel for General Electric. 

“T just completed my 30th year

with GE,” he said. 


Mr. Whitney will retire from GE at 
the end of June just before he turns 
65. 

He and his wife, Lois Ann, moved 
to Andover in 1969 from Manlius, 
N.Y., outside Syracuse, when he 
transferred to GE’s Fitchburg plant. 


He joined the ZBA as an associate 
member in September of 1975, 
became a regular member in 1979 
and became chairman in 1980 when 
the board went from three regular 
members to five because of an 
increased work load. He has been 
reappointed as chairman three times 
since then. 

His motivation to serve the town 
has been somewhat a sense of duty, 
according to Mr. Whitney. 

“If you have some expertise that 
could be of use, I think you sort of 
have an obligation to offer,” he said. 


“Tt has been a lot of work, but you 
know, if you’re going to do a job, you 
might as well do it right and if you're 
going to do this job you've got to put 
some time into it.” 


Mr. Whitney has spent a lot of 


time in the law library researching 
legal precedent and often wrote his 
decisions while flying during fre- 
quent trips for his company, accord- 
ing to Ms. Schwing. 

“He'll come to my house Sundays, 
holidays, Saturday, 8 o'clock at night 
and say, ‘Pat, I need this. Pat, can you 


do that?’” Ms. Schwing said. “He’s 
the type of person, you want to do it 
for him. He would do it for you.” 


Ms. Schwing said she never mind- 
ed giving the extra effort when she 
understood the importance of what 
she was doing. 


“He always took the time to 
explain it,” she said. 

Mr. Whitney said Ms. Schwing 
was always a great help and that she 
was the one who kept the board on 
track. 


“Besides all that, she’s just a very 
lovely lady,” he said. 


Mr. Whitney also said the ZBA has 
had a “very devoted group” of mem- 
bers over the years who worked well 
together. 


“A group who could have differ 
ences of opinions among them, 
strong differences of opinion, but 
who wouldn't let that effect relation- 
ships.” he said. “There has just never 
been any infighting on this board for 
the 16 years I've served on it.” 


Possibly Mr. Whitney's greatest 
asset for the ZBA job has been his 
memory, according to Ms.Schwing, 
who credits herself with excellent 
recall abilities. 


“Wes is the only person who I’ve 
ever met who tops me,” she said. 

He never forgot a hearing or a 
deadline and always got things done 
on time and pushed others on the 
board to follow suit. 


“He’s been the backbone of this 
board. He's going to be such a hard 
act to follow,” Ms. Schwing said. “I’m 
going to miss him terribly. Don’t tell 
him that though.” 


Mr. Whitney has volunteered to 
help Laura Hill, town planner, to 
rewrite the zoning bylaw during the 
next year.

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Cops 
hopeful on 
contract 


By Don Staruk 

Patrolman Tom Siopes, 
president of the police patrol- 
men’s union, following a 
meeting last Thursday, said 
this week that he agreed with 
Buzz Stapezynski, town man- 
ager, that the obstacles to a 
patrolmen’s contract agree- 
ment can be overcome before 
the end of June. 

“T think they can, too,” 
Officer Siopes said Wednes- 
day. 

Patrolmen have been with- 
out a contract for nearly two 
years. They could face the 
loss of any retroactive pay 
they may have coming if the 
contract isn’t settled by June 
30, the end of the fiscal year. 

Following a negotiating 
session last Thursday, in 
which the town manager sat 
down with the union repre- 
sentatives for the first time to 
discuss the contract, Mr. 
Stapezynski said he was 
“optimistic” that the contract 
could be settled before the 
June 30 deadline. 

Officer Siopes said he 
hoped the town wouldn't try 
to use the deadline as a bar- 
gaining chip. 

“Tf that happens, I think 
the union is willing to bear 
with the pressures. I don’t 
think we're ready to just give 
up,” Officer Siopes said. 

But he was glad Mr. 
Stapezynski took the “lead 
role,” in the negotiations. 

“T have a good feeling 
about the meeting,” he said. 
“A lot of communication 
occurred that hadn't 
occurred in the past.” 

Another meeting is sched- 
wed for June 14. 

‘Tf that is as productive as 
the last one, I would antici- 
pate a contract will be 
resolved” before the month’s 
end, Officer Siopes said.

they want to represent them on stu- 
dent government,” said Ms. McNemar. 

Junior Jeff Stein defended the 
adiministration’s decision. He said the 
three students went beyond their 
rights of freedom of speech and that 
the administration acted responsibly 
in taking them off the ballot. 

“The question isn’t just about free 
speech, it’s about how far does that 
right extend,” he said. 

“Does it include racial slurs or the 
right to preach violence? These serve 
no essential purpose and hold no social 
value. There are rules in society and 
school to protect us, not censor us,” 
Mr. Stein said. 

The debate was moderated by Laura 
Wilson, president of the school’s 
Junior State chapter. Exchanges, pro 
and con, were made among the two 
speakers and audience members. Matt 
Radack, one of the students who was 
removed from the ballot, told the audi 
ence he believed all the students at 
AHS were done an injustice by the 
administration’s actions 

“Freedom of speech shouldn't be 
limited in any way,” he said. 

Jeremy Roux said he believes stu- 
dent government is a privilege, one 
that shouldn’t be abused the way the 
three students did in early May. 

“T think everyone involved is taking

a very wide brush and coloring those 
two words, “offensive” and “obscene,” 
the same color. You can’t please every- 
body all the time and no matter what 
you say you’re likely to offend some- 
one. The question I feel here is 
whether or not all three candidates 
were obscene,” said Doug Gordon, a 
student at the high school. 

“It’s up to us to look at all instances 
and judge them for what they are,” he 
said.

Drinking and driving is against the 
law, but sitting in a car, drunk, is not 
necessarily a crime, according to 
Andover Police Lt. Phillip Froburg. 

“You've got to be able to meet the 
elements of the crime,” Lt. Froburg 
said last week. 


The question was asked after the 
Townsman staff noticed that, in some 
cases, arrests were made when alleged- 
ly intoxicated persons were found in 
parked cars while other times the sub- 
jects were placed in protective custody 
with no charges against them. 


The lieutenant explained that the 
key in the ignition is the strongest 
piece of evidence that would support 
an operating-under-the-influence 
charge, but is still not necessarily 
enough to make an arrest. 


“Tt used to just be if you had the keys 
on you, operating was inferred by that, 
but it’s changed over the years,” Lt. 
Froburg said. “The main thing is estab 
lishing that that person operated the 
car in the state that they’re in. There 
has to be some judgment in there.”
